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TARIFF REFORM, 

Since there is so much talk these days ubout the tariff and 
suice there is talk of appointing a commission tu go thoroughly 
‘nto the question from all its angles, here is a suggestion for the 
said comimission to consider: ; 

‘- If the commission and the government want to be on the 
square with those citizens of Canada who sell their labor, it might 
‘tax on imported labor will be the same as the tarriff tax on import« 
owner of a protected industry is protected by a tariff tax of fifty 
per cent., such owner shall be compelled to pay fifty per cent, op 
every dollar he may expend for labor which he may buy from a per- 
son who is not a citizen ofeCanada either by nativity or naturaliza- 
tion. Let the tarriff laws of. Canada be so amended that the tarriff 
tax on impotted labor will be the same as the tarriff tax on import- 
ed goods. Then the owners of protected industries will not find 
it profitable to scour foreign countries for the purpose of obtaining 
cheap foreign labor, thereby lowering the wages of en citizens 
of Canada who have their labor only to sell. 

"If something after this style were adopted it would not “nly 
go a long way towards solving much of the unrest in labor eircles 
today, but it would also be paving the way towards making Canada 
a white man’s country from which much of the material which 
goes to make up our Bolsheviki and I. W. W. element, would be de- 
barred. : 


ON THE RIGHT TRAIL. 

“‘Aiedenl to reports retail lumber merchants are coneiditins 
the advisability of asking that an embargo be placed on export 
shipments* of Canadian lumber. From what we have been able 
to gather reading reports of lumber conditions im Canada, it woula 
appear that the cause of the advancing prices of lumber in this 
country is the growing demand for that material across the line 
on account of the increasing scarcity of this class of lumber over 
there, 

In this connection some may ‘argue that the usual system 
of supply afi demand should not be interfered with, but when all 
things are considered we do ‘not think this system should be ap- 
plied in this case. Our reason for this view is that the lumbering 
industry is the outcome of the development of the natural re- 
sources of this country. Our natural resources are—or at least 
should be—the property of the people upon whom they were so 
bountifully bestowed, and should be used first of all for their bene- 
fit. Unfortunately in this country this i is not always the case and 
the lumbering business stands out as a glowing example of how 
these resources are exploited for the benefit of the few and much 
to the disadvantage of the many. Vast areas of our lumber re- 
sources have been handed over to individuals, and corporations for 
a mere song. In return for these practical presents the general 
public should be entitled to some protection and consideration. One 
way of doing this would be by placing an embargo on this com- 
modity until such time as the people, who were the original owners 
of these resources were supplied with their wants at a price com- 
mensurate with the initial cost to the present owners, plus a rea- 
sonable profit for their development.
